et across the face of the sun.

tail of the com et is

from the sun, so the earth will pass 
through it if the tail is long enough 
to equal the distance of the

from the earth, which will then be 
about 15,000,000 miles.

NEW YORK, May 1 7 —Will the 
com et injure the earth tomorrow 
night? 
I don't think so. Comets 
hav e struck the earth before and 
will continue to do 
so. 
There 
may be much solid m atter in the 
com et’s head, but it is v ery unlike­ 
ly that this will approach closer 
that fourteen million miles. 
The com et’s tail is less dense 
than the air in the best v acuum 
we can make with a m ercury air 
pump. 
It's molecules are separat­ 
ed by many cubic feet. 
There 
should be no fear of danger to­ 
morrow. 


Why Ha ile y 's Comet 


The com et which is just now 
the center of attention 
of 
the 
whole world is called 
H ailey’s 
Comet, because Edm und Hailey, 
an em inent English 
astronom er, 
identified it in 1705 as a com et 
which had prev iously been 
ob­ 
serv ed sev eral times. 
He deter­ 
mined the period of fts orbit and 
successfully predicted its return. 
This is the com et of 1835, 1758, 
16S2, 1607, 1531, 1456, and so on 
back to the first recorded obser­ 
v ation before the tim e of Christ. 
It will next appear at the end of 
1985.
